Soviets Pusfi Nearer Rostov 


And Deep er Into Ukraine 


As Drives Roil On 
DE GAULLE. GIRAUD REACH ACCORD

Russia’s armies drove their bat­ 
tle lines closer to the great Ger­ 
man base at Rostov and deeper in­ 
to the Ukraine today, spurred by 
Premier Joseph Stalin's rallying 
cry: 
“ Forward! To the routing of the 
German invaders and their expul­ 
sion over the boundaries of our 
motherland!” 
Usually taciturn, Stalin warmly 
praised the Red armies, declaring 
’ thoy have driven 245 miles, cap- 
tared more than 200,000 prisoners 
and routed 102 divisions — per­ 
haps 1,000,000 to 1,500,000 troops 
—in their two-month-old winter of­ 
fensive. 
Bed Army Assaults Increase 
Hitler’s high command reported 
that the Red armjr’s assaults are 
increasing in violence on a wide 
part of the long battlefront 
and 
Berlin newspapers again warned 
the German people that the war 
has taken a dangerous turn. 
Soviet 
dispatches 
today 
said 
Russian guerrillas 
are operating 
**ln the Rostov area.” 
Field dispatches said Red army 
•pearheads now are aimed at Ros­ 
tov from points 56 miles to the 
east and 70 miles to the north. 
Other Soviet gains reported by 
the Russian command include the 
recapture of all of strategic Vor­ 
onezh, about midway on the Mos- 
cow-Rostov railway, and the cap­ 
ture of Belaya Glina, 9 0 miles 
•outheast of Rostov. 
The Russians also reported fur­ 
ther gains with the capture of 
towns and villages on the southern 
front, on the southwestern front 
and on the north Caucasian battle 
line, but they were not identified 
immediately.

broadcast by the Moscow radio and 
reported here by the Soviet moni­ 
tor. 
Premier Stalin signed the order 
as “the supreme commander”.

WASHINGTON. Jan. 26 — If 
your supply of canned goods does 
not exceed 10 cans for each mem­ 
ber of your family you probably 
will not be deprived of any cou­ 
pons 
when 
rationing of canned 
foods starts about March 1. 
This probable limit — it may 
be trimmed down to eight or nine 
a person — has been adopted ten­ 
tatively by the office of price ad­ 
ministration, it was learned today, 
to discourage hoarding. 
It may prove to be one of the 
most controversial phases of the 
program, 
however, 
because 
In 
some regions, particularly Isolated 
areas, it is the practice to stock 
up for long intervals. 
Cans containing less than eight 
ounces will not be counted, al­ 
though both size and contents will 
count on rationed purchases. 
Application of penalties for ex­ 
cess supplies wMll be one of the 
big tasks of the 1,500.000 school 
teachers and other volunteers who 
will register the public for food 
rationing in about three or four 
weeks. 
On dates yet to be fixed, depend­ 
ing on the speed of printing and 
distributing 
books, 
instructions 
and other forms, one adult from 
every family will go to a registra­ 
tion place with two things — the 
family’s No. 1 ration books (the 
ones used for sugar and coffee) 
and a total of how many cans of 
fruits 
or 
vegetables 
(excluding 
home-canned) the family owns. It 
will not be necessary to list each 
can separately — just the total 
When he shows his No. 1 books, 
a clerk will pencil an “X” across 
stamp No. 19 in each book as a 
sort of ri^ceipt for book No. 2 which 
then will be handed out, one for 
each member of the family. The 
family will retain the No. 1 books, 
too. 
Before handing out No. 2 books, 
however, the clerk will tear out 
coupons in accordance with the 
penalty.

LONDON, Jan. 26—Vichy authorities have proclaimed a state of 
siege in Marseille, the Vichy radio reported today, after dispatches 
from Switzerland told of angry Frenchmen fortifying their homes in 
the old port district of the city and iiring on German soldiers ordered 
to evacuate the district. 
The German news agency DNB said 40,060 persons have been ar- 
lested. The Vichy radio, which plac-;i< ^ 
ed the number of arrested at 6.000, 
was making am obvious effort to 
minimize difficulties in Marseille, 
second largest city in France. 
Shortly after reporting ihe state 
of siege proclamation, the radio as­ 
serted Marseille was calm and the 
evacuation of the old port district 
had taken place without difflcmlty. 
Earlier it had reported that anyone 
disobeying an order or attempting 
to shoot would be sentenced to 
death. 
A Reuters dispatch from Zurich 
said the Germans have brought up 
artillery to shell revolting French­ 
men into submission If necessary 
and that house-to-house fighting 
was in progress.

the district, apparently as a defense 
measure against possible Allied in­ 
vasion from North Africa. The Ger­ 
mans have been fortifying the coast 
in the Marseille area since complet­ 
ing the occupation of France.

REICH WIRNS PEOPLE 


OF'DINGEROOSTURN' 


Says War Demand s Rad ical 


Chang e In Private Life

STOCKHOL-M. Jan. 26—The Ger­ 
man press continues to warn its 
people that the war has taken a 
dangerous tuni and that the con­ 
flict now demands a radical change 
in private life, according to dis­ 
patches today in Swedish news­ 
papers. 
Dispatches to the Dagens Ny- 
heter quoted Adolf Hitler’s own 
paper, the Voelkischer Beobachler: 
“ The enemy is trying to blow 
the flames of war’s fires In the op­ 
posite direction. Surrender some 
of your comforts before the flames 
burn you.” 
(In London this almost incessant 
propaganda of gloom and despond­ 
ency, combining frank news of the 
gravity of tho eastern campaign 
with a plea for courage, was seen 
by many as an attempt to ease 
the way for a speech Hitler is ex­ 
pected to deliver Saturday on the 
10th anniversary of his becoming 
chancellor of Germany.)

The battleship, which supposedly had been proved 
obsolete by Its seem ing inability to survive aerial 
bombing, has surprised even its champions by re- 
csnt demonstrations of adaptability to the new cir­ 
cum stances of warfare and now its restored to its 
former position as the Instrument of chief reliance. 
The airplane, which was supposed to supplant ail 
previous implements of war, has proved, instead, to 
be an important additional weapon, with serious 
lim itations on its usefulness. 
It all adds up to the fact that the war has set­ 
tled down to fundamental terms of blockade, attri­ 
tion, assault and defense, with Germany relying 
heavily, as it did in World war I, on submarines to 
cripple its enemies, and with its enem ies still trying 
frantically to offset this threat, to their supply lines. 
To the German submarine threat there has been 
added in this war the Japanese threat, only partly 
offset by Japan’s own vulnerability to submarine 
blockade. And the war which theorists were going 
to fight in the air, on the land, bere, there and 
everywhere, except the seas, seem s destined to be 
settled there, just as the few men who saw thiugs 
m ost clearly predicted It would be. 
Germany cannot win because It lacks Boa power, 
other than submarines, but the Allies cannot win 
until Germany’s submarine power, supplemented by 
Japan’s, has been broken.

PLA IN LY the treasury experts have too intention

of being sw ept off their feet by any taxation 
Ideas originating outside the charmed circle.

threats, unto the day when the Al­ 
lied high command Is ready to deal 
finally with shotgun militarism. 
I have reported previously that 
big military personages here ex­ 
press the confidence that the dan- 
gar of a successful Japanese in­ 
vasion no longer exists.

India has a right to feel secure 
in th at respect. 
As to the political situation, the 
statem ent th at things are wholly 
In hand undoubtedly represents a 
studied view of authorities. Cer­ 
tainly they are the ones who should 
know better than anyone else what 
the exact state of affairs is and 
their apparent confidence Is reas­ 
suring. 
Still, even though things Indeed 
may be well In hand, I am bound 
to say that the position would be 
much happier lf the political differ­ 
ences were eliminated. 
This is a crucial moment when 
goodwill and unity of effort are

and

lacking among various parties to 
the controversy. In that sense India 
cannot be the same effective mili­ 
tary base which it would be were 
political difficulties solved. 
J u s t when India will be called 


upon for its supreme war effort la 
perhaps something which even the 
Allied high command cannot pre­ 
dict with certainty right now, 
Of course, operations are being

i t ;E have some moat ingenious and industrious 
VV gentlemen in army and navy uniforms engaged 
at this time in bypo-ing broken-down communities 
that the war boom has by-passed. 
These gentlemen go quietly about the land looking 
into the situation of cities and sections that, because 
of location, lack of industries, or other reasons, are 
getting none of the fat of the war activities, and that 
indeed may be suffering more or less economic de­ 
pression. In deserving cases the gentlemen immedi­ 
ately apply a remedy, 
This takes the form of a transfusion of Industry 
from other communities that are glowing with the 
prosperity of trade and war contracts. I believe the 
work of the gentlemen is called procurement, because 
they procure the things needed to restore tbs eco­ 
nomic health of the invalid communities. 
As an illustration of what they have accomplished, 
I might cite the case of the city of New York, which 
for a time was the most completely by-passed of all 
the cities of the United States. It had an unemploy­ 
m ent roll estimated as high as 700,000. This was only 
a few months ago. By procuring some of the con­ 
tracts th at had bloated ’industrial communities else­ 
where to New York and creating new industries 
there, they have reduced the unemployment list of 
the big city, it is said, to less than 200.000. 
I 
HAVE no means of confirming these figures at 
the moment, but there is no doubt that New York 
is in much better condition from a business stand­ 
point than it was for Borne months after the start 
of the war. 
The procurement gentlemen, especially those of 
the navy, consider it one of the best examples of 
their efforts. It was perhaps their biggest Job. 
The procurement seems to be largely a m atter of 
persuasion. The gentlemen call on the m anufacturers 
of swollen communities and coax them into sending 
contracts for material and finished products to com­ 
munities grown lean from inactivity. They are. in 
effect, traveling salesmen for the government. The 
cajolment. seems to work better than it' the boys 
went around with clubs. 
As a result of their efforts, cities far Inland ar© 
commencing to get the wrinkles out of their indus­ 
trial stomachs. Some of the communities of the deep 
south, some of the northwest and some of lite middle.- 
west still require assistance bur the procurement 
fellows hope finally to get the war work spread out 
fairly evenly all over the aal ion.

The Job would not be so compli­ 
cated if there wore plenty of land, 
fa n n e rs, farm machinery, process 
itig plants amt transportation facil 


needs, there are shortages of all 
these. 
H 
AVE a glance at a very few of 
the problems: 
One of the biggest tasks Is to get 
a larger production of fats and 
vegetable oils, to replace supplies 
normally imported from the Orient. 
Wickard and his aids figured out 
two ways of boosting production— 
one, by urging farmers to raise 
more hogs and 
fatten them to 
heavier weights—heavy hogs have 
more fat for processing into lard— 
and two, by urging farmers to grow 
more oil crops, such as soybeans, 
peanuts and flaxseed. 
Farmers certie through with more 
and heavier hogs, but the output 
of lard has been disappointing. Be­ 
cause of the tremendous demand 
for pork meat, packers have not 
been trimming off the fat as closely 
as normal. 
They can get more 
money for the fat sold on the pork 
cuts than for fat sold a© lard. 
Another big task is that of main­ 
taining a proper balance and rela­ 
tionship 
between 
livestock 
sup­ 
plies and prices on the other. Live­ 
stock production can be expanded 
only to the limit of feed supplies. 
In mapping production programs, 
it is necessary for the food admin­ 
istrator to see that there is a bal­ 
ance between the num ber of hogs 


of processing facilities available 
in and near the area for handling 
them. A lack of attention to this 
problem could precipitate serious 
headaches when the hogs began to 
move to market. 
Wickard face© soores of problems 
because 
of 
shortages 
of 
farm 
trucks and tires, of gasoline in 
eastern states, of tin caus for pre­ 
serving foods and of facilities for 
dehydrating o r freezing of fruits 
and vegetables for which no con­ 
tainers are available. 
There are shortages of wooden 
boxes, crates and baskets for the 
movement of fresh fruits and vege­ 
tables, and of burlap bags for hand­ 
ling grains and other crops. 
It will be necessary for the food 
administration to scurry here and 
there next sum m er for help to har­ 
vest crops. It may be necessary to 
bring In help from Mexico and the 
W est Indies. 


EARLY all of the cities along our Atlantic and 
Pacific seaboards are enjoying vast prosperity 
and easily can spare some of it to the inland. In fact, 
the sparing would ease the pressure in many spots. 
The greatest of the war boom towns of the country 
are probably Baltimore in the ea&t and Los Angeles 
In the west, both now of enormously increased popu­ 
lation and industry. It is from these cities that the 
nrocurement boys are distributing considerable work 
elsewhere. Baltimore is said to h a v e jumped over 
500,000 In population and Los Angeles perhaps a 
quarter of a million more. 
But within a few hours' ride of both these cities 
are others that have not had e drop of the milk and 
honey of war prosperity. It is to equalize this situa­ 
tion that the procurement squads are fo rk in g . They 
endeavor to move around without publicity and 
probably will not thank me for exposing their efforts. 
but I think the results they have achieved arc worth 
heralding.

According to Emmett J. Gaston, 
clork-treasurer. the $144,653.86 ap­ 
propriation will enable the schools 
to meet salaries and current bills 
for January, February and March.

C LEVELAND—In theee days when commercialized sport* receive the 
benefit of high-powered publicity, one is apt to overlook the real 
sportsmen—those unknowns to whom a victory means little and the 
sporting gesture everything. 
The fan who can reel off the Yankee batting order and name the 
Notre Dame backfield w ith little -8»- 
hesltAtlon probably wouldn’t recog­ 
nize the name of Edward A. Hen 
nig. 
The athletic accomplishments of 
this 63-year-old Cleveland gymnast 
aren’t of the type that rate eight- 
column headlines, but hi* love for 
a hobby recently won him third 
place in the 1942 voting for the 
Jam es E. Sullivan memorial trophy, 
the award made annually by the 
Amateur Athletic 
union 
to 
the 
athlete who did most to advance 
the cause of sportsmanship. 
Edward Hennlg, who is the old­ 
est athlete ever to place among the 
first three for the Sullivan trophy, 
deeply appreciate* such an honor, 
but he never expected it. He wa* 
only doing something he loved to 
do. 
Hennig’h most recent competitive 
attainm ent was his first place in 
the National Athletic union’s club 
swinging contest held at W estern 
Reserve university last March. 
Thus 38 years have elapsed be­ 
tween his first big victory and hie 
last. In 1904, ho won both the 
national A.A.U. and the Olympic 
championships on the parallel bara. 
The competition was held in con­ 
nection with the world's fair in St. 
Louis. 
The Clevelander won the nation­ 
al horizontal bar title again in 1911, 
tied for the club swinging cham­ 
pionship, and finished third in the 
all-around gymnastic competition. 
“After that I dropped out of com­ 
petition. but not out of practice,’’ 
he explains. “When the Century 


of Progress exhibition opened In 
Chicago, I decided to find out bow 
much of the knack I had lost. I 
won first place—but only In the 
club swinging. That was in 1933. 
and the bar work had become a lit­ 
tle too strenuous for me.” 
Hennlg started 
m astering his 
specialty a t an early age. 
“I was only 15 years old when I 
wa* fascinated by the work of a 
man named Gus Hill. He was a 
professional club swinger, and used 
to appear on the theatrical circuit 
of those day*. 
“I got myself some clubs and 
started practicing. It’s a tough spe­ 
cialty. The average person ha* no 
Idea how many different ways you 
can swing those clubs. Like almost, 
everything else, constant practice 
Is the only way to expertness. But 
I ought to be pretty good. I ve been 
practicing for alm ost half a cen­ 
tury." 
Hennlg Is employed a* an engi­ 
neer at a local plant. He engages 
in a workout at least once a week. 
“I played five games of handball 
last night. IiOst the first three but, 
won the last two. I’m no champion 
at that sport but I can hold my 
own with a good many of the young 
er players,” he asserted confident­ 
ly. 
When asked if he Intended to 
engage in competition this year, 
Hennig replied: 
“Yes, indeed. I’ll be around for 
soma time. Don't think I’m ready 
to quit yet.”

Program Designed To Meet 


Manpower Demands 


By The Associated Pre*#. 
COLUMBUS, Jan. 26—The state 
.department of education has 'an­ 
nounced a broad wartime physical 
education program designed to im­ 
prove and maintain “the health 
and physical condition of every 
man, woman and child” in Ohio. 
The program is keyed to meet 
prospective manpower needs in the 
military services and on the home 
front, Paul E. Landis, Ohio’s phys­ 
ical education supervisor, stated in 
a letter to school administrators, 
recreation leaders and civilian de­ 
fense officials. 
The Ohio state council of- de­ 
fense 
is 
jointly • sponsoring 
the 
undertaking. 
‘W ant Men Physically F it’ 
"The armed forces want young 
men who are physically fit and the 
war industries want workers who 
can stand the strain of continuous 
production 
without 
interruption 
due to illness,” Landis wrote. 
Ralph ll. Stone, director of the 
state defense council, in au ac­ 
companying message to educators, 
said “one of our most critical prob­ 
lems in the months ahead will he 
Cb find the necessary manpower 
Cd keep our expanding war pro­ 
gram moving according to sched­ 
ule.” 
* Administration of the program, 
Landis 
wrote, will rest with a 
statewide advisory committee on 
recreation and physical education. 
Huh-commlttees will be assigned to 
three phases of the program—ele­ 
mentary and high schools, colleges 
and non-school groups. 
Institutes Are Arranged 
* The school program will require 
five hours of physical education 
weekly, against two or three at the 
present time. Its primary objec­ 
tives are development of stamina 
and development of physical skills 
of value In the armed forces .nd 
war work. 
Landis 
recommended 
that 
all 
normal students participate in com­ 
petitive athletics and similar ac­ 
tivities at least IO hours weekly. 
The department plans physical 
fitness training institutes to inter­ 
pret the program for school author­ 
ities and other leaders.

Many of Blythe's paintings were lost for many years and, one by 
one, as the work of the East Liv-4. 
erpool man has become recognized 
as masterpieces, they have been 
recovered from all points of Amer­ 
ica, found in most unusual places 
and under extraordinary circum 
stances. None of them has attract 
ad more attention or has been 
more difficult to obtain than the 
one now hanging in the institute. 
H. B. Barth, local historian and 
art connoisseur, has been notified 
of the belated honor now being ac 
corded the artist, in a letter re­ 
ceived from John O’Conner Jr., 
acting director of the department 
of fine arts, who said 
“I wanted you to know, before 
it was announced publicly, that 
the Carnegie institute has pur 
chased “Postoffice” by David G. 
Blythe for the permanent collec­ 
tion. 
I think you know that Mrs. 
Hallman, the former owner, sold 
it to Francis Carvan of New York, 
and we thought It was gone for­ 
ever. 
However, 
we 
have 
kept, 
track of it and, after Mr. Garvan’s 
death last year, many of the items 
In his collection were being sold. 
That is how we came to secure 
the painting. 
I know you will be glad to hear 
that David Blythe has ascended to 
the permanent collection of Car­ 
negie institute.” 
David Blythe was born in East 
Liverpool In 1815 and spent a num­ 
ber of bis early years in this vi­ 
cinity. 
He had a studio on lower 
Union st. and during the 1840’* 
many of the townspeople had him 
paint, their portraits. 
In 1845 he 
went to Uniontown, Pa., where he 
did sculpturing and painting for 
several years. 
Like Stephen C. Foster, Blythe 
died in mid-career. 
Despite his 
death in 1865. Blythe left behind 
him 
masterpieces 
portraying 
a 
new school of cynical humor never 
before depicted by American art* 
I st s. 
While he might have been un­ 
appreciated away from home, the 
local townspeople recognised his 
genius, and in 1861. Jess Harris, 
editor of the "Mercury”, gave a 
graphic description of a painting 
just completed by Blythe. He said: 
“Our old friend, ’Dave Blythe’. 
has given us another of his war 
pictures, equally as racy and full 
pf humor as anything that has yet 
come from his easel. It represent* 
scene at Camp Scot, York, Pa., 
in which ('apt. I. Heron Foster, 
Clipt. (laugher. Col. Rowdy and 
Capt. Sahc, are made to play a 
conspicuous part. 
The artist gives a rear view of 
Foster, which is admirable in the 
extreme. The gallant captain, even 
though his face is no! seen, is eas­ 
ily 
recognizable. 
The 
familiar 


shoulder braces are not forgotten, 
while his long hair and beard 
seem to be transferred to the can­ 
vas. There is a keg of lager mixed 
up with the scene and, if we are 
to judge by the condition of the 
young man lying against the door­ 
post, some of the party at least 
must have been indulging freely. 
The picture is being admired by 
Pittsburghers.” 


The potteries of the East Liver­ 
pool district have good prospects 
for the year insofar as business is 
concerned and two of the potters 
recently expressed their opinions 
as to the problems besetting the 
Industry. 
“We have had our share of la­ 
bor turnover,” M. W. Thompson, 
secrets ry-treaaurer 
of 
the

not seem probable that that will 
be our most serious headache, 
even if It were possible to put the 
finger on any precise factor in 
trying to look Into 1943. 
“The volume of business is at a 
peak and Is aided further by gov­ 
ernment work which may or may 
not help as an insurance should 
further limitation* be put on so­ 
called non-essential business. 
It 
may he during the next year there 
will be a concentration of work 
In fewer plants, a move which has 
been rumored and threatened for 
some time, hut it seems probable 
that such concentration would be 
a sort of self-government within 
the Industry and not a blanket, 
over-all shutdown and funneling of 
work into a predetermined set of 
plants. 
“It seems more feasible that the 
potters,” he concluded, “with their 
day-to-day knowledge of. the in­ 
dustry, would be the executors of 
such a plan of concentration.” 
Robert 
Boyce 
of the Harker 
Pottery Co. does not believe there 
is much of an obstacle to produc­ 
tion this year, “except the possi­ 
bility of trouble from the loss of 
labor.” 
'Naturally,” ' he continued, “the 
huge volume of business which 
has com© to the pottery Industry 
during the last year has forced al­ 
most all plants to restrict the 
number of customers they can 
deal with, and also has forced a 
time lag in deliveries. 
'We have noticed one thing, 
however, that when a few men are 
lost to a defense plant, it is not 
uncommon for some of them to 
return to the more normal hours 
and character of work in the pot­ 
tery. *0 that no serious setback 
In production of volume has grown 
out. of a lack of manpower.”
